« KK I iffuing of the Procefs for levying the Sums due for forfeited 
Recognizances, and for Fines impofed at Affizes, Commifiions 
of Oyer and Terminer and General Gaol Delivery and Seffions of the 
Peace, and in confequenoe thereof many Recognizances, which have been 
forfeited by Perfons bound for the Appearance or Profecution of Perfons 
charved with Crimes, or for keeping the Peace, have remained for a great 
length of time in arrear and unpaid, and many Fines impofed at Affizes, 
Comraiffions of Oyer and Terminer and General Gaol Delivery and Sef- 
fious of the Peace, have remained unpaid and uncolledhed : 

AND whereas it would not be expedient to iffue and enforce the Procefs 
for levying the Arrears thereof which have been fuffered fo long to remain 
due; 



TBe it tbetefore (Enaactl by the king’s Moft Excellent Majesty, by , 

2 and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the Authority of 
the fame. That all Recognizances w'hich have been forfeited by Perfons Recogni- 
who have become bound therein for the Appearance or Profecution of 
Perfons charged with any Crimes or Offences, High or Petit Treafon and forfeited, and 
Murder only excepted, or for keeping the Peace, and all Fines impofed at 
Affizes, Commiffions of Oyer and Terminer or General Gaol Delivery and charged and 
Seffions of the Peace, before the day of no''piocen’or 

one thoufand eight hundred and and which now are and ftancl un- “ 

fatisfied and unpaid refpedlively, fhall be henceforth for ever difeharged and therion. 
vacated to all Intents and Puipofes whatfoever ; and from henceforth no 
Procefs or Execution ffiall iffue or be executed thereon from His Majefty’s 
Court of Exchequer, nor fhall the Officer or Officers of the faid Court of 
Exchequer, by whom the Procefs ought to have been iffued for the fame, 

Se in any fort anfwerable for their Conduft or Negleft with refpea to the 
fame.

AND whereas under and by virtue of fevera! Afls paffed in the Pa i- 
ment of Ireland, Pe.rfons about to enter into Recognizances in Irela 
■ Sureties for others in Criminal Cafes, are required to make certain o’ 
in order to qualify themfelves to enter into fuch Recognizances - anr- ^ 
order to obviate all Doubts, it is expedient that a Form of Oath be ’ 
vided to be fo -taken, and that the Cafes in which the fame fhall be til™' 
be clearly defined ; BE it therefore Enaaed by the Authority aforeftk 
That no Court or Judge, or Juftice of the Peace, or other Officer or Perf 
whatfoever in Ireland, ffiall receive any Perfon to become a Surety ArT 
■bound for the Appearance of any other Perfon or Perfons charged w'tb 
any Offence whatfoever, or that any other Perfon or Perfons (hould kc ° 
the Peace, or be of good Behaviour, uulefs filch Peiffon fo offering to l'*' 
come Surety, or be bound, ffiall have firft made Oath before liich Court- 
Judge, JJuttice or other Officer or Perfon in one of the Forms here -follovy, 
tit in fome other Form of Words of the like Import and Eff'-a r, 
ipedfively, .that is to lily, if .fuch Perfon ffiall refide in a County at’lar.r

AND wffiereas by an Ad paffed in Ireland in the thirtv-eighth year 
of His prefent Majefty’s Reign, intituled, “ An Aft for the better Col- 
leytion -of Sums .arifmg from forfeited Recognizances, and from 
at Aftizes, Commiffioiis of Oyer and Terminer and 
.. Gaol Dehveiy and Seffions of the Peace, and for the future 

n ^PP iaation of the lame," it is amongft other Things eiiaSed, that it 
ffioiild be lawful for the Court of Exchequer, or the Judges of Affize, on 
toe Petition of any Perfon or Perfons in Cuftody of any Sheriff or Sheriff's, 
foi Non-payment of any Sum or Sums due on any Fiiie or Fines, or Re- 
cognizance or Recognizances entered into in any of the Cafes aforefaid, by 
either a Surety or a Principal, to examine into the Fads of fuch Petition 
^ ■hoaniier, and if they lliould fee fufficient Reafons to grant 

an or Warram (as the Cafe may be) under their -Hands to difeharge 
any 1 etlou to m cuftody : ANDyyhereas it is expedient that the laid Pro- 
viiion ffiould be modified, and the Powers of the faid Court aud Judges 
extended in manner here following ; BE it therefore Enaded, That 
.It the 1 etmoner in any .fuch Cale llmll alledge the Inability of the 

Petitioner 
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. t-oner to pay the Amount of the Sum or Sums for which he or fhe 
^ r 'll be fo in Cuftody, the Court or Judge in examining into luch Petition 
*11 [„quire whether fuch Petitioner may not be of ability, or have the 
P vcr to Day and difcharge Ibme and what part or proportion of the Sum or 
r Ins for which he or flie fliall be fo confined, and ihall not on the laid 
momid of Poverty or Inability order fuch Petitioner to be fo difcharged 
but on the payment of fuch part or proportion of liich Sum or Sums as he 
or Are may fo have the porver to pay and difcharge. 

And be it Enafted, That in any cafe in which fuch Petitioner 
(hall” have been fined, or ihall have been the Principal in any Re- 
coviiizaiice on which he or ihe fliall be fo in Cuftody, fuch Court or Judge 
(I, Si allb inquire into the nature of the Offence for which fuch Fine 
(hall have been rmpofed, or of the Charge in confequence of which 
(rich Recognizance ihall have been entered into, and under what Circum- 
ftances the fame was forfeited ; and in caie fuch Petitioner ihall be fo in 
Cuftody under any Recognizance to anfwer or appear to any Charge, 

- and ihil, afhtt 1 ^“ Forfeiture of fuch Recognizance, have been tried and 
‘ acqiiitted’of fuch Charge, ilich Court or Judge ihall enquire whether on 
fuch Trial all the Witneifes for the Profecution attended and were examined, 
and if not, then, whether by the Forfeiture of fuch Recognizance, the 
Attendance of any fuch Witnefs was in any refpefl: prevented ; and if 
fcch Petitioner fhall be a Surety, then fuch Court or Judge ihall enquire 
whether liich Surety ufed due Diligence to make the Principal amenable to 
the Law; and in all and every of fuch Cafes, the laid Court or Judges or 
ludve of Aifize, ihall have full Power and Authority, if they or he ihall 
think proper, to order the Difcharge of fuch Petitioner, either generally or 
after fuch length of Time as fuch Court or Judges or Judge, in his or their 
Difcretion ihall think fit, having refpea to the circumftaiices of the cafe, 
and to the length of time that fuch Petitioner iliall have been fo in Cuf- 
tody as aforefaid previous to the making of inch Order, and to the Objcft 
and Purpofes of this and the other Afls relating thereto ; and fuch Order 
in ' fuch Form fliall be good and valid to all Intents and Burpolcs
